converted into sugar. 
It is cheaply 


produced and an extensive manufacture 
is carried on. 
This product is known 


as grape sugar, or glucose, and the only 
drawback to its substitution for cane su- 
gar is the fact that grape sugar has 
only half the sweetening power of the 
cane 
Storoh sugar is employed to 


adulterate honey and cane sugar, and 
is used in lieu of the latter in vaiious 
saccharine preparations 
The cheap 


and common materials suggested by 
this French engineer may refer to rags 
or other refuse containing woody fiber, 
snch as cotton, wool, paper, etc 
fcx 


haustive attempts have heretofore been 
made made by chemists to induce peo- 
ple to eat their linen r.igs, after a 
cooking which converts them into su 
gar 
This confists in treatment with 


sulphuric acid, by which means a fine 
chrystalme article of sugir may bo pro-

But raw sugar, like th it from starch,
